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Day’s toll: 16 dead, 101 hurt 

[^Beirut airport shut 
by rockets, shells 



BEIRUT (AP). - Christian and 
Moslem gunners rained Soviet-made 
rockets and artillery fire on Beirut's 
residential areas and its airport 
yesterday on the third day of secta- 
rian fighting, forcing authorities to 
shutdown flight operations. 

Police said at least 16 civilians 
were killed and 101 wounded in the 
bombardments. Police said earlier 
that 21 people were lolled and 65 
wounded in overnight barrages. 

A Middle East Airlines Boeing 
707 aircraft parked at the tarmac was 
hit by artillery fire and was set 
ablaze. 

Officials reported that a cargo 
plane of Lebanon's Trans- 
Mediterranean Airlines also was hit 
by shellfire. 

Officials said the. airport's run- 
ways, tarmac and main terminal 
building Came under a fierce barrage 
of mortar and tank cannon fire. It

flights have been diverted to the 
Cypriot airport of Larnaca and that 






outgoing flights have also been can- 
celled . 

He said dozens of airpon em- 
ployees were stranded in under- 
ground shelters in the main terminal. 

Two other MEA planes were hit 
by shrapnel and one guard was 
slightly wounded when 40 shells hit 
the arrivals terminal, apron and run- 
ways Tuesday. 

Barrages of rockets, often in sal- 
voes of 32, had streaked across the 
night sky trailing flame like squad- 
rons of shooting stars before 
crashing into suburban streets with 
their 45-kilogram warheads. 

The police, outgunned and out- 
numbered by heavily aimed militias, 
has little to do except keep tallies of 
casualties and explosions. 

Officials said more than 2,500 
houses have been destroyed or badly 
damaged and nearly 1,140 autos des- 
troyed in the last 48 hours in Beirut 
and its environs. 

They said more than 15.500 shells 
and rodcets have hit 10 areas stretch- 
ing from Christian villages 70 
kilometres north of the capital to 
villages in the Dnise-con trolled 
Shouf Mountains southeast of Beirut 
since Sunday.

— Industry and Trade 
Minister Ariel Sharon yesterday 
launched a fierce attack on Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres and the 
Labour Party, accusing them of lying 
and carrying out a “white paper” 
policy. 

Health Minister Mordecbai Gur 
replied in kind, labelling Sharon a 
liar and suggesting that he "and his 
like” quit the cabinet if they don't 
like it. 

Sharon's attack came in the wake 
of the eviction of right-wing MKs

Speaking to former IZL members 
he maintained that "Peres and his 
bunch are implementing the white 
paper policy.*’ Sharon was alluding 
to the British Mandatory govern- 
ment's prohibition on Jewish land 
purchases in certain areas of the 
country.

This is 
a lie and hypocrisy. Now they are 
adding a new fie.

One of the chief complaints was 
that funds promised for various reli- 
gious institutions are not being paid 
as agreed. Peres promised to ex- 
amine these grievances. 

* Likud sources admitted to The 
Jerusalem Post that they are worried 
about the possibility that Peres may 
make inroads into the religious 
camp, which until now has been in 
the Likud’s political backyard. 

Peres is to meet Rabbi Eliezer 
Schach of Bnei Brak on August 27. 
Rabbi Schach is seen as the mentor 
of tbe non-Hasidic half of Aguda and 
of tbe Sephardi Shas group.

U.S. partner sought 
for Lavi aircraft

Israel is actively searching for an 
American partner to help produce 
its next-generation attack aircraft, 
the Lavi. Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

“I wish there were an American 
aircraft manufacturer ready to join 
us as an equal partner for the de- 
velopment and production of the 
Lavi. We are searching for such a 
company, but we have not yet suc- 
ceeded in getting an American com- 
pany to accept this proposal," said 
Rabin. 

The Lavi, meanwhile, managed to 
surmount another hurdle when the 
inner cabinet, after a series of ses- 
sions on the subject, yesterday voted 
to continue developing die plane, 
due for its first flight in about a year. 

The Lavi, the largest manufactur- 


ing project in the history of the state, 
has been under constant review ever 
since its conception, because of the 
heavy costs, said to be S2.5 billion 
for development and initial produc- 
tion. Thereafter, the price tag for 
each aircraft has been estimated at 
S15-I7 million. 

With the country still in the throes 
of economic crisis, critics of the Lavi 
have condemned it as a needless 
extravagance. 

In the inner cabinet session yester- 
day. eight ministers voted in favour 
of the project and two. Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Modal and Minis- 
ter without Portfolio Ezer Weiz- 
man voted against it. 

Modal demanded that the de- 
velopment of the Lavi be funded 
solely with American aid ( some S250 
million per year is earmarked for the 
project). He also wanted a standing

Egyptians are free to visit ' 
Israel, Cairo minister says

Egypt has cancelled all restrictions 
on Egyptian tourists coming to 
Israel, Egyptian Tourism Minister 
Dr. Wahi Mohamed Shindi told a 
news conference in Jerusalem last 
night. 

The restrictions had been lifted 
with the withdrawal of Israeli troops 
from Lebanon, he said. 

Questioned about the possibility 
of a joint Egypt-lsracl tourism ven- 
ture in Taba, Shindi said that "what 
is at stake in Taba is the sovereignty 
of the area itself.” 

The first Egyptian minister of 
tourism to visit Israel in three years. 
Shmdi told his Israeli counterpart, 
Avraham Sbarir, that he aimed to 
equalize the balance of tourism be- 
tween the two countries. Last year. 
37,000 tourists from Israel went to 
Egypt, including those from a third 
country. Tourism in the opposite 
direction was 60,000. 

In Israel-Egypt package deals, 
said Shindi, more time was spent by 
tourists in Israel than in Egypt. "We 
want equality” he said. 

He said Israel’s imposition of a 
5200 travel tax “even to a neighbour- 
ing country like Egypt, would make 
it difficult to advance tourism.” A 
weekend across the border, he 
noted, would cost around S150, but 
it costs $200 just to cross. 

Shindi had mentioned the travel 


tax in his talks with Shamir, he said, 
and he hoped that the Israel govern- 
ment would take action. 

Shindi and Sharir agreed that 
package tours in the two countries 
would be reviewed by their minis- 
tries. In October this year, tourism 
representatives from both countries 
will meet to propose improvements 
for their tourism industries. The two 
will exchange information on hotel 
ratings and training programmes at 
an international tourism meeting in 
Berlin in March. 

The Middle East gets 2.5 per cent 
of the world's tourists, said Shindi. 

He downplayed the possible 
threat posed bv Moslem fun- 
damentalism to Egypt's tourist in- 
dustry. 

Robert Rosenberg adds : Meet- 
ing with Shamir earlier. Shindi said 
Egypt is concerned by a drop in 
Israel tourism, apparently as a result 
of the travel tax imposed earlier this 
year. 

Shamir outlined for the visitor 
Israel's need to save foreign curren- 
cy, but noted thar the travel tax to 
Egypt was specifically made lower. 

When Shindi commented that 
“not counting some 100.000 pilgrims 
to Mecca. "Egypt only sends some 
200,000 tourists abroad annually. 
Shamir rioted that “Egypt has 40 
million citizens and sends only 
200,000 tourists. We have four mil- 
lion citizens and 700.000 of them go 
abroad." 


Shamir: 
Peace efforts 
not deterred 

KIRYAT SHALL (Itiml. - “No 
enemy or murderer will prevent the 
State of Israel from sending its en- 
voys to fulfil their missions w herever 
thev mav be needed.” Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir said at the 
funeral of Albert Atrakchi. the 
administrative attache at the Israeli 
Embassy in Cairo who was killed 
Tuesday in Cairo. 

The funeral was held yesterday 
afternoon in the military cemetery in 
Kirvat Shaul. 

“We know that Egypt's leaders 
are aware of their duty to protect the 
lives, security and freedom of move- 
ment of our representatives, sta- 
tioned in their country as pan of the 
peace agreement, and we hope that 
they will soon capture the blood- 
thirsty and hate-filled murderers of 
Albert Atrakchi." Shamir said. 

He added that peaceful relations 
do not prevent dangers, and that 
Atrakchi's murder will not affect 
Israel's policy of seeking peace with 
its neighbours. 

Shamir noted that Atrakchi. like 
his late father Ya'acov. who was 
hanged in Iraq after the Six-Day War 
for being a Zionist . was a faithful and 
dedicated servant of the state. 

Hundreds of relatives and friends 
of the Atrakchi family attended the 
funeral. Among the participants 
were Knesset Speaker Shlomo Hill- 
el: Deputy Foreign Minister Ronnie 
Milo: Israel's Ambassador to Egypt 
Moshe Sasson: MK Dr. Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar. Israel's first ambassador to 
Egypt, and senior officials of the 
Foreign Ministry. 


Egyptian minister : All 
efforts to find killers

Several suspects have been 
arrested in connection with 
Tuesdays assassination of Israel 
Embassy administrative attache 
Albert Atrakchi in Cairo. Yit- 
zhak Bar-Moshe. press attache 
in the embassy, said last night. 

Quoting the Egyptian paper, ul- 
Ward. Bar-Moshe said most of the 
suspects were not Egyptians, 
although three were allegedly Egyp- 
tian agricultural engineers. He furth- 
er indicated it was his impression 
that the authorities in Cairo were 
making all-out efforts to apprehend 
those responsible for the attack. 

Security at the Israeli Embassy, he 
told Kol Yisrael. has been stepped 
up. 

Cairo police also reportedly found 
the car in uhich the assailants had 
ndden. abandoned on a side street in 
the Ma'udi quarter. The car owner 
was arrested. 

Meanwhile, the cotfin containing 
the body of Atrakchi arrived home 
yesterday. On the same flight were 
his widow, liana, and an embassy 
employee. Mazal Mcnashe, both 
wounded in the attack. They were 
taken to Sheba Medical Centre at 
Tel Hashomcr where their condi- 
tions were reported as stable and 
satisfactory- Mrs. Atrakchi was 
operated on yesterday fot the re- 
moval of bullet fragments from her 
cheek. 

Arriving in the country yesterday. 
Egyptian Tourism Minister 
Wahi Shindi said his government will 
spare no effort to identify the perpet- 
rators of the crime and bring them to 


justice. Shindi visited with Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shjrr.ir before Sha- 
mir went to Atrakchi's funeral in 
Kiry.it Shaul. The Egyptian minister 
expressed his own condolences and 
pissed on a message of condolence 
from Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismat Abdel Maguid' and Prime 
Minister Kama] Hass.m All. Shamir 
said he was “touched" by the mes- 
sages. 

The Israel Embassy official. Bar- 
Moshe. said the embassy had been 
inundated with condolence mes- 
sages from “officials, journalists ^nd 
friends." 

These good wishes may have been 
stirred, in part, by Egyptian news- 
papers. as the Egyptian press gave 
extensive coverage yesterday to the 
attack. All :he papers reported it 
under two-column headlines. Three 
dailies ran pictures of the victims' car 
replete with bullet holes or blood 
stains 

Only ul’Ahram devoted its edito- 
rial yesterday to the attack. The 
paper condemned the murder and 
any form of terrorism. It added that 
the slaying of the Israeli diplomat did 
not serve any aim. 

In Damascus, on the other hand, 
the assassination was treated dif- 
ferently. According to the Syrian 
government organ. u-77ianra. the 
attack was only the beginning. The 
papier anticipates more such inci- 
dents in the future. Similar assaults 
can be expected, it said, "directed 
against the policy of surrender of the 
Egyptian government - to free that 
country from Zionism, to express 
the Egyptian nation's opposition to 
the Israeli presence on its soil."

Relations with Cairo Vanning up’

Despite the assassination of diplo- 
mat Albert Atrakchi and lack of 
progress over Taba. diplomatic 
sources last night said there is a 
"warming of relations" between 
Israel and Egypt. 

They pointed to the current visit in 
Israel of Egyptian Tourism Minister 
Wahi Shindi: Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Ismet Abdel Magjd's in- 
vitation to Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir to meet in October at the 
UN; and the detailed and sympathe- 
tic reporting in the Egyptian press of 
the assassination. 

The first charter tour of Egyptian 
tourists to Israel this month is also 
seen as a gesture of good faith by 


Cairo. 

Shindi arrived yesterday and met 
with Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
and Shamir. He discussed Egypt's 
desire to “improve relations.” and. 
while emphasizing tourism issues, he 
left the impression with both Peres 
and Shamir that Egyptian -Israeli 
contacts are improving and wide- 
ning. 

Shindi discussed Egypt's view of 
tourism between the two countries. 
(See adjacent story.) 

After expressing his condolences 
over the slayingr Shindi meeting 
Peres, emphasized the "recent im- 
provement'' in relations between 
Israel and Egypt. 

“These relations should not be 
allowed to mark time. Both coun- 


tries should make progress and solve 
all the problems, including Taba," 
said the visitor. 

Peres described Shindi's visit as 
“an important precedent.' 1 and 
noted that there had been some 
recent progress in the normalization 
process in both commerce and tour- 
ism. 

Peres also remarked on Egyptian 
support for Israel during the recent 
UN conference on women in Nairo- 
bi. 

"Israel is interested in a strong 
peace." said Peres, "and is in- 
terested in Egyptian leadership of 
the Arab world on the road of the 
peace process."

The Israel Hotels Assodation 
announced yesterday that its mem- 
| bers will not honour Kopel vouchers 
and will charge tourists on arrival. 

Tourists arriving today, and guests 
already staying in hotels on Kopel 


vouchers, were the first victims of 
the concern's inability to fulfil its 
finan cial commitments. 

Some 250 veterinarians who will 
arrive on Sunday for a convention in 
Jerusalem will have to pay again for 
ther hotel services, although they 
have already paid for them as part of 
tbe convention fees - unless, that 
is, the Tourism Ministry ‘Thaws” 
KopePs remaining $200,000 bank 
guarantee. 

Confusion reigned yesterday 
among hotel managers and tourists 


over the fact that the Kopel tourism 
concern is unable to meet its finan- 
cial obligations. At first the tempor- 
ary receiver appointed to Kopel by 
the district court said hotels would 
honour Kopel vouchers for the next 
twoweeks. 

But the association told all hotels 
not to honour Kopel vouchers as of 
yesterday. Kopel tourists at Jeru- 
salem's Larommc Hotel were asked 
to pay for their zooms and diems of 
the company arriving yesterday at 
Tel Aviv’s Sheraton Hotel were 


asked to do the same. The Tel Aviv 
Hilton said it would honour Kopel 
tourists' vouchers (only two or three 
Kopel tourists were expected until 
October) and try to obtain the funds 
from the travel agents who obtained 
the vouchers from Kopel. 

Tbe hotels refused to honour 
Kopel vouchers because, by yester- 
day evening, the receiver had not 
signed any commitment that they 
would be refunded for their efforts.

Most land deals rooted in forgery and threats’

“Patriotism has become, in this 
case, the rationale for villainy, ” said . 
MK Yossi Sarid yesterday in refer- 
ence. to the burgeoning West Bank . 
land sales scandal “All this high- 
flown talk of- ’redeeming the land, 
Zionism and pioneering’ serves.as a . 
trover for corruption .arid - 
cheating.” 

Sarid and Gitbens Rights Move- 
ment secretary-general David Zuck- 
er yesterday published a letter and 
the contents of .a file, they have 


handed over to Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir. They claim it docu- 
ments widespread irregularies and 
illegalities in the purchase of land 
from Arabs m the West Bank. 

“Most of tbe land deals in the area 
are rooted in forgery, deceit, press- 
ures and threats,” Sarid said. 

There is little new in the CRM’s 
finding s, as many of the caffes they 
refer to have already been published 
in this and other newspapers. What 
.they .have contributed is the first 
public composite and documented 
picture of private land purchasing by 


Israelis and Israeli companies which 
have always been shrouded in semi- 
official secrecy. 

A classified report by the State 
Controller delivered to the Knesset 
in 1983 found that some 50,000 
dunams of the 70,000 dunams purch- 
ased by the state and examined by 
foe State Controller were acquired 
“irregularly." 

There are no published statistics 
on the purchase of privately owned 
land by Israelis. Meron Benveoisti, 
who recently published a study on 
official land seizures and restrictions 


on use in the West Bank, found that 
Israel has effective control of 
2^68^00 dunams, or 41 per cent of 
the total area of the West Bank. But 
he too does not provide definite 
figures on private land transactions. 

Sarid and Zucker allege that gov- 
ernment officials, officers in the 
military government, civil adminis- 
tration and police, public notaries, 
lawyers and private individuals have 
been involved in irregular land 
deals.

Foreign debt drops 
by $690 million

Israel's foreign debt decreased by 
some $690 million between Sep (em- 
ber 1984 and March 19S5. the Bank 
of Israel announced yesterday. The 
debt totalled some $23,175 million at 
the end of March. 

Despite the reduction, it was still 
$285m. above the March 1984 total. 
During the months preceding the 
19S4 election, the debt rose by some 
SI billion and most repayments to 
foreign creditors were loans received 
during those months. 

According to Bank of Israel fi- 
gures. the short-term debt dropped 
by about 14 per cent to some $3.2b. 
In December, short-term debt 
amounted to some S3.4b. and in 
September 1984 it had totalled 
$3.9b. Almost all of the decrease in 
the foreign debt reflected short-term 
debt servicing. 

Tbe bank figures also showed that 
in the second half of 1985, Israel will 
have to pay approximately S1.7b. in 
debt service. During "the same 
period, toe U.S. is scheduled to 
transfer some SI .950m. in civilian 
aid here.

problems, including Taba, in the 
near future,” said Peres. 

With both Shamir and Peres. 
Shindi discussed Egypt's interests in 
the transfer of property rights at the 
Dir el-Sultan church in the Old City 
of Jerusalem, from the Ethiopian to 
Egyptian Coptic authorities. With- 
out saying so outright, Shindi indi- 
cated that such a transfer could re- 
sult in a drastic increase in Egyptian 
tourism to Israel, with hundreds of 
thousands of Copts making pilgrim- 
ages to Jerusalem.

Diploma- 
tic observers have long viewed it to 
be a concession to Ethiopia as part of 
an Israeli effort to rescue Ethiopian 
Jewry. 


Hebron settlers plan 
to press Likud ministers

TEL AVIV.- Settlers in Hebron 
and their Knesset supporters are 
expected to press Likud ministers to 
launch projects aimed at strengthen- 
ing the Jewish foothold in the town. 
Their first step, however, will be to 
try to convince Defence Ministry 
officials to loosen their restrictions 
on settlement in Hebron. 

This effort is to be made during a 
lull in squatting attempts, after the 
last five-day effort in the casba en- 
ded early Tuesday when the army 
evicted seven Knesset members who 
had moved into an old apartment 
there. 

One of these squatters, MK Ger- 
shon Shafat (Tehiya), and the Heb- 
ron settlement campaign's leaders 
F Hakim Haezni and Aharom Domb 
of Kiiyat Arba will confer this even- 
ing with Shimon Sheves, the De- 
fence Minister's settlement adviser, 
on what can be done in Hebron.

New legislation forbidding the 
manipulation of securities' prices or 
securities transactions designed to 
influence their value or the 'amount 
of trade should be introduced.

The committee also recom- 
mended that violation of such laws 
should bring punishment of up to 
five years in prison. 

The committee, headed by Justice 
Ministry Director-General Meir 
Gabai. was appointed two years af- 
ter the bank shares crisis.

The committee also recom- 
mended that after an interim period 
of one year, the banks should be 
forbidden from giving advice on 
securities, including mutual funds. 
The banks would be able to continue 
giving advice on other financial 
assets, such as saving schemes, de- 
posits or provident funds. The bank 
employee advising on such matters 
would have to obtain a special li- 
cence and would be required to act in 
accordance with prescribed regula- 
tions. 

According to the recommenda- 
tions. the commercial b anks will be 
allowed to establish special counsell- 
ing companies to advise the public 
on securities.

Elsdnt moves toward maturity 


Cabinet resisted Iraq reactor attack 


The decision to bomb Iraq's nuc- 
lear reactor in June 1981 was taken 
after then-IDF chief of staff Rafael 
Eitan warned then prime minsiter 
Menachem Begin that an atom 
bomb on Tel Aviv would lull 50,000 
people and leave 100.000 injured, 
the monthly magazine Monitin says 
in its latest issue. 

The report tells how Begin. Eitan 
and then defence minister Ariel 
Sharon overcame opposition from 
cabinet members and defence ex- 
perts to launch the attack that des- 
troyed the Baghdad reactor. It also 
indicates that political considera- 
tions played a part in launching the 
attack two weeks before the Knesset 
elections. 

During the first cabinet discussion 
of the planned attack in October 
1980, most ministers were unhappy 
about sending the Air Force. The 


late Yigael Yadin threatened to res- 
ign, saying he could not accept tak- 
ing collective repsonsibility for such 
an act, says Monitin. 

By the following May, however, 
10 ministers were in favour of an 
attack. Six said they were in favour 
but did not want to fix a date, and 
only Yadin was opposed, says the 
magazine. 

Begin told the ministers he had 
received dear information that Iraq 
was building a bomb. 

Yadin, Zevulun Hammer and 
Yosef Burg stressed that credit for 
such an attack should not be claimed 
by Israel, reports Moninn. 

Eliezer Shostak said he thought it 
was impossible to divorce thoughts 
of the forthcoming election from the 

decision to attack the reactor, the 
magazine says.

HAIFA. - The State Comptroller's 
report on the Israel Shipyards dtes 
delays by management in submitting 
a recovery programme and the gov- 
ernment’s subsequent reluctance to 
accept it as a factor in the present 
plight of the yards which are ex- 
pected to show a defidt of $11 mil- 
lion at the end of the current fiscal 
year. 

The report, covering the years 
1981-84, is critical of management’s 
“dalliance" in preparing a realistic 
labour programme which would 
have reduced the work force of 987 
in the year 1981 to 670, 

When the proposal was eventually 
submitted for approval, it was held 
up for two-and-a-faalf years by va- 
rious government bodies. 

Throughout this period the yards 
suffered a severe shortage of orders. 


The report states that contracts for 
work were accepted even though 
losses were made on the orders, and 
other work was initiated in order to 
keep staff employed. 

This included the construction of a 
ship costing $8.2 million which no- 
body had ordered. 

The shipyards also lost money on 
sub-contract work: and. while build- 
ing three patrol boats for the Costal 
Police took twice as long as planned 
to complete them. 

The comptroller found faults in 
other aspects of the administration 
including the dredging of the ship- 
yards basin in 1983 which cost dou- 
ble the estimate. 

As a result, the yards used up their 
entire reserve of S3 1.7m. and 
needed loans and guarantees to cov- 
er their debts. 

The report notes that manage- 
ment had prepared a plan to expand 


the yards to enable them to build 
cargo ships of up to 80,000 tons. The 
development programme was based 
on the assumption that the Treasury 
would support the project and that 
the Defence Ministry would con- 
tinue to order more ships for the 
navy. 

But a government committee 
found there was no economic justi- 
fication for the project, and the 
ministry did not order any new ves- 
sels. 

The comptroller said that from 

1984 the yards was in the grip of a 
severe crisis and by March 1985 the 
number of employees had been cut 
to 770. 

The yards had received some 
short-term orders at the beginning of 

1985 which eased the situation. But 
this must not be allowed to obstruct 
efforts towards finding an overall 
solution to the basic problem, the 
comptroller concluded.

The Treasury will oppose the solu- 
tion proposed on Tuesday by Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres to solve the 
health fends’ financial crisis when it 
is raised at the cabinet, ministry 
sources said yesterday.

Treasury's stand was “very strange.”

They were protesting against man- 
agement's decision to transfer em- 
ployees from the north to the south 
and to send others on unpaid leave 
for three months. . 

Management officials accused the 


hired drivers of letting the air out of 
the tires of 20 buses, blackening 
exterior narrois and also disconnect - 
ing telephone lines to the transport ■ 
control centre at the bus station. 

The hired workers charged that an 
Egged member tried to drive a bus 
through their line. Nobody was in- 
jured bat -they said that police, who 
were on duty during the disturb- 
ances, took the driver’s licence num- 
ber. 

The strike in Haifa and the north 
began early in the morning giving 
management time to man buses with 
Egged members. After repeated 
appeals from the police, the protes- 
ters dispersed quietly shortly after 
noon. 

Haifa Labour Council official 
Yeheskil Yeheskil said neither 
yesterday’s action nor the proposed 
nationwide strike had Histadrut 
backing.

Haim Chen accused the workers of 
breaking the agreement signed with 
management three weeks ago.

The hired employees are also 
angry over proposals to introduce a 
five-day work week, which, they 
maintain, would not guarantee them 
their allocated number of work 
hours per week.

Unemployment could pass danger point

unemployed to 125,000, Histadrut

This would boost the unemploy- 
ment rate to 8.5 per cent of the total 
workforce - significantly higher than 
the accepted “danger point” of 6 per 
cent, Ben-Yisrael told a meeting of 
the Histadrut’s employment com- 
mittee. 

The workers slated for dismissal 
this year are 12,000 from the defence 
sector and 18,000 from the public 
sector, Ben-Yisrael said.

Reiff said that “painful develop- 
ments” are likely immediately after 
the holiday season and called Cm the 
country's labour councils to begin 
preparing for trouble. Ben-Ami said 
be would demand that the negotia- 
tions be recessed for the High Holy 
Day period, it being accepted prac- 
tice that dismissals not be discussed 
during the holidays. 

Both said that, as yet, the public 
sector' employers had not accepted . 
. their proposals for alternative mea- 
sures to lessen the rate of dismissals. 
Among the measures proposed are 
implementation of a five-day work 
week at reduced wages, the cancell- 
ing of work done by outside contrac- 
tors, and the offering of preferential 


benefits to those choosing voluntary 
retirement. 

Implementation of a five-day 
work week throughout the economy 
would save the employers some SI 
billion in wages, according to a study 
by the Histad rut's socio-economic 
research institute. Implementation 
in the public sector would save 5250 
million a year according to institute 
director Yoram Baizilai. - 

While the government's dismissal 
proposal would mean a reduction of 
only 3 per cent in its wage bill, a 
five-day work week would mean 
wage savings of up to 11 per cent. 
Baizilai said. However, he added 
that implementation of the measure 
would demand significant structural 
changes and could not be done in the - 
short-term. 

Ben-Yisrael predicted a “serious 
clash” with the government if slots 
waiting to be filled, such as the 300 
additional jobs opening up in the 
income tax department, were not 
filled by workers slated for dismissal. 


6,000 construction workers face layoff

TEL AVIV. - Up to 6,000 building 
workers are in danger of being laid 
off unless solutions to the problems 
of the construction industry are 
found within the next few weeks, 
participants in a special meeting of 
the Histadniris employment com-: 
mittee said yesterday. 
y % The participants, who included 
representatives of both workers and 
the private and Histadrut sector con- 
tractors, concurred that a crisis in the 
industry was practically unavoid- 
able. “All we can do now is act to 
mitigate it.” said Hevrat Ovdim 
senior executive Ben Rabinowich. 

The main cause of - the present 
crisis is the government freeze on 
public building, the participants 
said. The meeting decided to strong- 
ly oppose the government’s plans to 


extend the freeze beyond September 
to next March, a move which, they 
said, would cripple the industry. 

Many of the participants criticized 
the government for its refusal to 
approve construction projects which 
were not financed by state money. A 
case injpojnt wa& the projected Beit 
EKsradrarro' Beersheba, which is 
scheduled to be built by the 
Histadrut-owtied construction com- 
pany, Solel Boneh, with Histadrut 
funding. 

.Histadrut central committee 
member Gideon Ben-Yisrael said 
that the labour federation would, 
consider taking High Court action if 
the project was not approved within 
a week. 

Construction Workers Union 
secretary Shlomo Dahana said that 
sufficient work existed to employ all 


“Israeli workers” in the country. 
The problem, he said, was the some 
30.000 non-unionised workers from 
the occupied areas who constituted 
some 50 per cent of the total work- 
force. 

Dahana raid that his union in- 
tended striking several construction - 
sites in Beersheba on which non- 
unionized workers were being 'em- . 
ployed and demanded that the gov- 
ernment allow the union and the 
Histadrut “to deal with the prob- 
lem.” 

Yoram Baizilai; of the Histadrut's 
Socio-Economic research institute, 
said that every worker laid off in the 
construction industry meant the dis- 
missal of three other workers in 
related industries. A crisis in the 
construction industry would soon 
translate into a crisis in the economy 
as a whole, he said. 


Pork is tenth of meat consumed in Israel

TEL AVIV. - Pork accounts for just 
under 10 percent, of all meat con- 
sumed izx Israel each year. Agricul- 
ture Minister Arye Nehamkin told a 
press conference here yesterday. 

, Nehamkin based his statement on 
Agriculture Ministry estimates that 
some 15,000 tons of pork are con- 
sumed in Israel annually.

Nehamkin was not sure that by 
stopping the production and selling 
of pork, people would switch over to 
local chicken and turkey. He feared 
that they would buy imported mut- 
ton, which is nearer in taste to pork, 
he said.

Tire guard phoned the police, 
who turned the escapee over to the 
prison.

Engineering corps - building and clearing paths to glory

Whoever chose grey berets fo* the 
Engineering Corps must have seen 
its significance - an tm glamorous 
colour for the corps doing a rough 
job with little glory. 

But members of the corps are not 
completely unsung heroes. They are 
being honoured in ceremonies today 
marking Engineering Corps Day. 

Corps chief Tat-Aiuf i brigadier- 
general) Yehuda Cohen cites the 
Suez crossing during the Yom Kip- 
pur War as an example of the corps’ 
image problem - 

Everyone agrees this was the ruin- 
ing point of the war and many people . 
have taken or received credit for the • 
corssing. Little credit went to those 
Engineer Corps soldiers who pre- 
pared the bridges while under heavy 
fire. 

Wars since ancient times have 
been governed by two elements, 
explains Cohen, movement and 
firepower. "Our job in the En- 
gineering Corps is to ensure that the 
enemy has as tough a job as possible 
and that he pays' a high price if he 
tries to move fast. There is no secrer 
that our enemy is trying to do the 
same to us. The longer we slowdown 
the enemy, the longer we can disrupt 
his plans." 

Turkish-born Cohen. 47. has lived 
in Israel since 1949. He has been in 
the Engineering Corps since joining 
the IDF in 1957. He started as a 
private and sapper and rose through 
the ranks, performing nearly all the 
jobs done by the corps. He' studied 
with Britain’s Royal Engineers and 
complete d Ms engineering studies at 
the Technion. 

Cohen is very proud of the corps, 
saving its soldiers perform a wider 
range of tasks than any combat sol- 
diers. They deal with’ a variety of 
mines and explosives, and build 
bridges and other structures. 

According to Cohen, corps mem- 
bers are top soldiers, because they 
undergo the same combat training as 
others do. in addition to special 
training for the corps. The same 
holds true for its officers, who par- 
ticipate in infantry courses and 
several months of tough training in 
Engineering Corps courses. 

He explains that his soldiers need 
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A fortified position on the northern border that was recently built by 
the IDF’s Engineering Corps using materials salvaged from positions 
built during Israel's invasion of Lebanon. Talking to reporters to 
mark Engineering Corps Day today, the corps commander said both 
Israel and Syria were busy fortifying the Golan frontier. The 
Engineering Corps yesterday unveiled a remote control robot for 
duf using explosive devices. Made in Ireland, the robot is capable of 
traversing rough terrain and working in difficult conditions such as 
mine-fields. (IDF spokesman) 


intensive training because they are 
always .at the head of advancing 
columns and sometimes are the first to 
come in contact with the enemy. 
Sappers usually decide how fast the 
columns move, he said. If they are 
stuck trying to clear a minefield, the 
whole column is stuck. 

He breaks into a smile and taps his 
head, saying “This is where the 
nerves of the sapper are really 
tested. Sometimes under heavy fire 
from the enemy he has to clear a 
minefield, and on top of that trying 
to quiet a hysterical officer who 
wants the mines cleared faster.*' 

The development of the corps was 
more difficult than some of the other 
forces in the rDF. Cohen says. "We 
did not have anyone from whom to 
learn. 

"The western countries since 
WWII have not done much in the 
field of breaching equipment or 
counter-obstacle equipment. They 
did not feel this field w as important. 


Because of this, we had to do every- 
thing by ourselves. So today most of 
the equipment used in the Engineer- 
ing Corps was developed here." 

Questioned how the present cuts 
in the budget would effect the corps. 
Cohen answered: "We are already 
feeling the crunch and will feel it 
even more in the future. We have 
developed some new equipment at 
considerable cost. I’m very afraid 
that when the time comes to turn it 
from a development project into a 
mass production item, there simply 
will not be a budget for it and that 
will be a pity. 

“We are cutting down on training, 
even using a simulator instead of 
having our soldiers work on live 
projects. But every soldier who has 
ever dismantled a live mine and put 
it back together again will tell you 
that there is a hell of a lot of differ- 
ence between doing this on a live one 
and on a dummy.*' 

What about parents of soldiers in 


the Engineering Corps who get grey 
hair and have sleepless nights just 
thinking about the job their sons to? 
The officer knocks on the wooden 
desk. “Touch wood, we have one of 
the lowest accident rates in the IDF. 
Some say our soldiers are yoramim. 
or square. I say no; we train our 
soldiers to be disciplined as soldiers 
are suppose to be. 

“We tell them in very simple lan- 
guage that in the Engineering Corps 
they simply do not have much lee- 
way for mistakes. A mistake here is 
fatal. But if they work according to 
the book and regulations, nothing 
will go wrong. 

"Now I'm going to tell you some- 
thing that will sound contradictory. 
At a later stage in their training, 
mainly in officers' training course for 
the Engineering Corps, we also train 
them where and under what condi- 
tions we allow improvisation. 

Cohen says it is not easy to attract 
young people to the corps because it 
can only accept youngsters with 
higher physical and mental profiles. 

"We are competing here with all 
the elite units." he says. "I’m at least 
pleased that we seem to have a 
steady level through the years, in 
which about 30 to 40 per cent of the 
youngsters volunteer for the corps. 
Most of the others who join, and are 
not so keen in joining at first, usually 
remain with us.' 

Asked if corps members who drive 
the big tractors are less qualified 
than sappers, he snaps. "No!" 

"These tractor drivers - and I'm 
talking now about drivers with the 
advancing units and not rhose work- 
ing at the rear - have to be of the 
same bread as our sappers - clever 
and with nerves of steel. They some- 
times have to lead the column before 
the tanks. These boys have to brea ,p 
through the enemy lines sometimes 
when everyone is under pressure and 
to be as composed as possible. 

"One tractor driver was com- 
mended in the Lebanon war. be- 
cause. under heavy enemy fire, he 
managed to push a burning tank that 
was blocking an entire column from 
a bridge. He did it in a very cool way 
despite all the obstacles. This is what 
we demand and expect from these 
drivers. In our eyes they are soldiers 
of the same quality as our sappers. " 


Non-Jewish Ethiopian immigrant kids won’t be converted

The management of Youth Aliya decided 
yesterday, despite pressures from "various rab- 
bis." not to send for conversion the three non- 
Jewish children who arrived in Israel along with 
Jewish Ethiopians during last winter's mass ev a- 
cuation of the refugees from Ethiopia. 

Out of 2200 Ethiopian children in Youth Aliya 
institutions around tire, country, ihree^r ages, 12 
and i3 - were found not to be Jewish. ? s : 

According to ‘Y With' Aliya chairman Uri Qpr- . 
don. they will be transferred to Christian institu- 
tions in Israel and will not be convened to 
Judaism. ‘ "After the experience of Jews with 
Christian missionaries, it would be wrong for us to 
convert these children." Gordon told 77/e Jeru- 
salem Post. The three will also definitely not be 
returned to Ethiopia. 

There are also a small number of non-Jewish 
(according to Halacha) children here whose 


fathers are Jewish and came to Israel but whose 
mothers are non-Jewish and are dead or have 
remained in Ethiopia. It was decided yesterday 
that if the fathers send written requests to Youth 
Aliya that their children be converted, and the 
youngsters agree, the children will be converted to 
Judaism. 

If the child is not certain what he wishes to do. 

, . , or if a child's Jewishness is uncertain. Youth Aliya 
■ .will .wait until he is 18. at which point the qhild will . 
. deride for himself. . 

This-policy was set without the intervention or 
cooperation of the Chief Rabbinate, Gordon said. 
But "a number of rabbis around the country have 
been pressuring me to convert all these children. ” 

Of the 2200 Ethiopian children in Youth Aliya 
dormitory schools, folly 1.600 are orphans, said 
Gordon, and all are receiving warm and con- 
cerned care. 

Gordon has sent a letter to the Lubavitcher 


Rebbe. Rabbi Menahem Schneerson. in Brook- 
lyn, New York, asking him for support in the 
absorption of Ethiopian Jewish children. Fo far. 
Habad (Lubavitch) institutions in Israel have been 
reluctant to accept Ethiopian youngsters as Jews, 
and the government has suspended aid to a Habad 
school that refused to take in more Ethiopians. 

Gordon asked the rebbe. who has been silent 
about his position on the status of the Ethiopian 
„ olim. to speak out and welcome them as Jews and' 
% instruct his followers to offer all possible help. 

The letter has reached Lubavitch headquarters, 
but no response has been received in Jerusalem. 

Habadniks in Israel have said since last winter 
that since the rebbe has not ruled on the Ethio- 
pians, they will abide by the rulings of the Chief 
Rabbinate, which has declared them Jews but 
which requires symbolic ritual immersion for them 
to be considered full Jews, particularly before they 
are permitted to marry in Israel. 


Navon to let cabinet decide on TV job

a degree. 

Acting ITV director Yosef Bar-El 
is due to wind up his term on 
September 15. He has a university 
degree. 

However. Dan Shilon. who has 
the backing of Labour for the job, 
did not complete his university stu- 
dies.

Eitan said the allegation against 
him appeared in all the papers. 


“The journalist accused me, her 
editor tried me and the press collec- 
tively carried out the sentence. Only 
Galei Zahal. gave me the right to 
defend myself,” he said. 

Eitan has told the council that he 
asked Azulai - who works for the 
evening paper Yedioi Aharonot - to 
leave the dais, which she seemed 
willing to do. But he said she tried to 
sneak back while he was arguing 
with another journalist. He said he 
seized her arm to stop her but let go 
immediately when the other journal-, 
ist, Avi Buttelheim, asked him to do 
so.

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Pakistani opposition leader returns from exile 



LARKANA, Pakistan (AP). - 
Opposition leader Benazir Bhutto 
returned from self-imposed exile 
yesterday with the body of her 
brother, and greeted by tens of 
thousands of supporters, she vowed 
to keep fighting the military govern- 
ment, 

Bhutto and four other top opposi- 
tion leaders arrived from Europe 
early yesterday with the body of 
Shah Nawaz Bhutto, who was found 
dead in his home in France. Hie 
opposition leaders escorted the body 
along a 30-kilometre route lined with 
thousands of supporters. 

Benazir Bhutto, daughter of de- 
posed and executed prime minister 
Zulfikar A!i Bhutto, had been in 


London since being released from 
house arrest in Pakistan 18 months 
ago. She said she hopes to remain in 
Pakistan and continue her political 
work. 

“I am more committed than ever 
before,” she said in an interview. 

Bhutto, acting chair woman of her 
father’s Pakistan People's Party 
(PPP), dismissed a government 
anno uncement this month that milit- 
ary rule would end by January 1, 
1986. She said the opposition is de- 
termined to oust military ruler Presi- 
dent Gen. Mohammed Zia ul Haq 
because he intends to stay in power 
for as long as possible. 

Shah Nawaz Bhutto’s body was 
taken to the family graveyard after a 


his father’s grave. About 50,000 peo- 
ple crowded into the local sport 
stadium for funeral prayers and to 
pay their last respects to him. 

Bhutto, 27, was found dead in his 
apartment in Cannes, France, July 
18. There were signs of suffocation, 
but an autopsy was inconclusive. ’ 

He had been wanted in Pakistan 
on a variety of charges. 

Earlier, thousands of people ring- 
ed the Bhutto house in the centre of 
town, shrieking and weeping with 
grief as the body of Shah Nawaz was 
carried into the house. Marshals lost 
control at one point and frenied 
shoving erupted as supporters tried 
to force their way into the bouse. 


Moscow: U.S. begins “Star Wars’ 


MOSCOW (AP). - U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan’s decision to test an 
anti-satellite weapon signals the start 
of implementation of America’s 
“Star Wars' anti-missile defence. 
Radio Moscow said yesterday. 

In its hourly English-language 
broadcast, the state-run radio also 
contended such a test would violate 
the 1972 U.S. -Soviet treaty limiting 
anti-missile defence systems. 

Reagan Administration spokes- 
man Larry Speakes announced 
Tuesday that the first of three tests of 
an anti-satellite weapon would take 
place in 15 days, the notification 


period set by the U.S. Congress. 

He said the tests were necessary to 
counter an anti-satellite system de- 
veloped by the Soviet Union. 

Radio Moscow said the decision . 
“marks the beginning of the practio- ‘ 
al implementation of the American 
‘Star Wars’ programme,” and runs 
counter to an international treaty on 
the use of space. 


AP adds from Geneva: 

The Soviet Union has pursued a 
space defence programme for 21 
years that Includes research into 
particle-beam weapons and space- 


based lasers, according to the Inter- 
national Defence Review. 

An article in the magazine's latest 
edition said the Soviets in 1964 de- 
clared space defence “one of (their) 
prime concerns 7 ’ and designated a 
section of the Soviet Air Force as a 
space defence organization. The 
Swiss-based publication did not re- 
veal the source of its information. 

Approximately 10,000 scientists in 
some 30 research institutes are now 
working on defence-related projects 
“with special reference to directed- 
. energy weapons" in the Soviet Un- 
ion, tiie article said. 


As murdered Sikh leader is cremated: 


Gandhi pledges all-out battle against terror 


LONGOWAL, India (AP). - The 
bullet-riddled body of Sikh leader 
Harchand Singh Longowal was cre- 
mated yesterday in his native village 
as Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
vowed to fight terrorism “with all 
our strength.” 

The body of the 57-year-old pacif- 
ist preacher was consigned to a 
funeral pyre after thousands of be- 
reaved Sikhs, weeping and shouting 
slogans, inarched 20 kilometres in a 
procession from Sangrur to this dus- 
ty village. Longowal was gunned 
down on Tuesday by terrorists, iden- 
tified as Sikhs, as he addressed a 
religious gathering. 

“Longowal for ever. Down with 


terrorism," shouted the moumeis, 
paying last tribute to the moderate 
leader’s fragile treaty with the feder- 
al government that ha d been de- 
signed to bring peace to Punjab 
state. 


after Gandhi, who signed the agree- 
ment with Longowal on July 24, told 
parliament that India would not 
yield to terrorism. 


Most shops, businesses, markets 
and schools throughout Punjab were 
shut down yesterday in a statewide 
strike called by Longowal’s AkaH 
Dal Party to protest against the 
assassination. 


“We will fight terrorism with all 
our strength,” the prime rmnfgti-r 
said before the parliament ad- 
journed to mourn Longowal’s assas- 
sination.

Soviet chemical arms stocks 
said to reach 600,000 tons 


FRANKFURT. West Germany 
(AP). - Soviet bloc countries have 
stockpiled up to 600.000 tons of 
chemical weapons and are training 
special units to use them in the event 
of war, a major West German news- 
paper said yesterday. 

The daily Frankfurter AUgemeine 
Zeitung , citing Nato intelligence 
analyses, said the Soviet Union since 
1973 has been mass-producing trans- 
port carriers with specially pressu- 
rized cabins designed to protect 
occupants in aieas~of chemical fall- 
out. 

Special units with peacetime 
strength of more than 45.000 men 
are being taught at 15 Warsaw Pact 
training areas to use the chemical 
weapons, the newspaper said. 

The units are under the direct 


command of the Soviet Defence 
Ministry, it added. 

The types of chemical weapons 
reportedly include nerve gas and 
substances affecting the lungs and 
blood. 

North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion intelligence analysts have esti- 
mated the Warsaw Pact has accumu- 
lated between 300.000 and 600.000 
tons of chemical arms, the newspap- 
er reported. Factories in tipee Soviet 
cities are producing the weapons, it 
said. 

Three large chemical-weapon 
storage depots are in the Soviet 
Union, with more than 20 others 
scattered through East Germany, 
Czechoslovakia and Hungary, the 
newspaper quoted western sources 
as saying.

Greenpeace Ihrfller 7 rocks French press 


PARK (AP). - It is the stuff of 
thrillers, played out each day on 
France’s front pages. Secret agents 
operating in far-off lands, moles in- 
filtrated into the “enemy” camp, a 
mysterious explosion and a trail of 
responsibility leading back to Paris. 

The scandal that has rocked the 
nation over the alleged involvement 
of French intelligence in the sinking 
of tixe flagship of the Greenpeace 
Ecology Movement, and who may 
have given the order for the attack, 
appeared to be coming to a head this 
week. 

Bernard Tricot, charged by Presi- 
dent Frangois Mitterrand with inves- 
tigating the case, was expected to 
make his report soon. Mitterrand 
has vowed to make the report public 
and punish anyone implicated. 

The political opposition, which had 
been quiet over the issue, has begun 
to speak out, demanding the resign a- 
titin of Defence Minister Charles 
Hemu, theoretically in charge of 


France's intelligence agencies, and 
Premier Laurent Fabius. 

On July 10, two limpet mines 
exploded under the Greenpeace ship 
Rainbow Warrior, sinking it in the 
harbour at Auckland. New Zealand, 
and killing a Portuguese-born crew 
member. 

Within three days. New Zealand 
police had arrested a French- 
speaking couple carrying false Swiss 
passports. 

New Zealand has been reluctant 
to claim direct French involvement, 
but Prime Minister David Lange said 
Monday tht New Zealand would sue 
France for damages if a French role 
in the bombing were proved. 

The Rainbow Warrior was prepar- 
ing to sail for French Polynesia and 
the French nudear testing site at 
Mururoa Atoll, near Tahiti .'to moni- 
tor and protest against the under- 
ground tests. 

Greenpeace offirials say protest 
ships still plan to rendezvous off the 


test site next month despite a warn- 
ing by Mitterrand that force would 
be used if necessaiy to keep them out 
of French territorial limits. 

French media reports have pinned 
responsibility for the sinking of the 
Rainbow Warrior directly on the 
General Directorate for External 
Security (DGSE), the French 
espionage agency. The respected 
Paris newspaper Le Monde con- 
cluded last week after its own inves- 
tigation in France 'and in the Pacific 
that the attack was "from one mo- 
ment to another since its conception 
coordinated from a high level within 
the hierarchy of the DGSE.” 

Government officials have been 
steadfastly silent on the matter, 
awaiting Tricot's report. 

The couple arrested in New Zea- 
land. using the names Alain Jacques 
and Sophie Claire -Turenge, are 
charged with murder, arson and con- 
spiracy in the bombing. They have 
been identified in numerous press 


reports as. DSGE agents. 

International arrest warrants have 
been issued for three crew members 
of the yacht Ouvea implicated in the 
attack. New Zealand authorities 
want to question another French- 
woman said to have infiltrated the 
Greenpeace organization in Auck- 
land. 

If French involvement is deter- 
mined, the question will be how high 
up the responsibility goes. There is 
increasing speculation that Hexnu 
may be forced to resign. 

The question of why the French 
might have taken the drastic step of 
sinking the Rainbow Warrior is un- 
clear. They have sufficient naval 
forces in the Pacific to ward off any 
pestering by Greenpeace, and there 
have been numerous clashes in the 
past. 

A French-made inflatable boat that 
may have been used in the attack was 
found by police, as were two oxvgen 
bottles with French markings.

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Arak and furs exported to U.S. to be duty-free The decline ofOpeC —

Furs, Israeli -distilled arak, and 
locally made, unadorned undergar- 
ments are among the items that will 
be exempt from U.S. import tariffs 
as of September 1 in accordance with 
the U.S.-Israel Free Trade Area 
agreement, the Foreign Trade 
Administration announced yester- 
day. 

Most other products -sold on the 
American market will have their, 
tariffs cut by 20% on that date, while 
seven groupings - termed “very deli- 
cate'*' by U.S. international com- 
merce officials - will not enjoy any 
tariff reductions at all on that date. 

The seven are: roses, tomoto pro- 
ducts, dehydrated onion and garlic, 
citrus juices and concentrates, 
olives, gold chains, and certain bro- 
mides. 

As for imports from the U.S., the 


Foreign Trade Administration says 
that many American-made products 
are already free of tariffs, and only a 
small number of items wfll be added 
to that list on September 1. They 
include camera parts and silicon pro- 
ducts. 

Other items, such as office sup- 
plies and equipment, computers, 
measuring instruments and hoists 
will have their tariffs reduced to the 
levels charged on similar imports 
from the Common Market conn- 
tries. 

U.S. -manufactured batteries, 
communications equipment parts, 
and most textile and dotbing items 
will be granted a 20% tariff reduo 
tion on September 1 on condition 
that the remainder of the tariff is not 
lower than that in effect for similar 
imports from the Common Market 
countries. 

To protect local manufacturers, a 


large number of American-made 
articles will not be granted any tariff 
reduction at all. These indude pet- 
rochemicals, medicines, paper 
goods, motors, air conditioners, re- 
frigerators and communication 

equipment. 

To be eligible for the benefits of 
the Free Trade Area pact, goods 
shipped from one country to the 
other must be accompanied by a 
certificate of origin in which the 
shipper declares that the consign- 
ment does not include articles from a 
third country. _

A month after Saudi Arabia 
threatened its fellow Opec members 
that if they failed to observe organi- 
zational discipline it would feeffree 
to follow their freewheeling prac- 
tices. Opec's mid-year conference 
opened on July 5 of this year in 
Vienna. 

The issues that had dominated the 
December 1984 and January 19S? 
conferences continued to do so at the 
July meeting, with even greater in- 
tensity. 

The pressure to lower prices was 
increased. The differentials struc- 
ture and the intra-Opec conflicts, as 
well as the relations with the uon- 
Opec producers prevented the con- 
ference from reaching any solution. 

Saudi Arabian oil minister Aha- 
mad Zalri Yamani was reported to 
have made it dear on July 6 that his 
country was determined to increase 
its oil output. He warned the mem- 
bers that they would have to choose 
between accepting the lower prices 
that would result from an overall 
increase in production or reducing 
their own quotas to offset a Saudi 
increase. 

The very critical issues facing 
Opec were' formulated as follows: 
declining demand for Opec oil. in- 
creasing oil production by non-Opec 
producers and widespread violations 
of Opec established prices through 
secret agreements with purchasers 
which based prices on spot market 
rates. 

While the official overall Opec 
production ceiling was 16 milli on 
barrels a day. members reportedly 
could sell only 14.1 million. Some of 
them were producing more than 
their quota and were offering dis- 
counts as much as $4 a barrel below 
the official price. 


-Although Saudi Arabia's official 
ceiling was 4:3 million barrels a day. 
it actually was producing only 2.1 
million banels. 

Opec's efforts to obtain the coop- 
eration of the non -Opec producers - 
Britain. Norway. Mexico, and Egypt 
-failed. They all lowered their prices 
below Opeclevels. Nigeria. Ecuador 
and Venezuela exceeded their 
quotas m a desperate effort to in- 
crease revenue. 

After three days of acrimonious 
discussions the conference was un- 
able to arrive at any solutions and 
decided to meet again on July 22. in 
Geneva. 

During the two weeks between the 
closing of the Vienna conference and 
the opening of the one in Geneva 
matters did not improve: in fact, 
they worsened. 

A U.S. task force studied the 
possible impact of a drop of oil prices 
on the relations of the U.S. with 
some oil producers and the iJmpact 
on the international fmanrial institu- 
tions. • 

The task force reported that a 
23% drop in world oil prices to about 
S20 a barrel from die prevailing $26 
could be tolerated by crucial U.S. 
allies that depend on oil exports for 
their revenue as well as by interna- 
tional banks that granted* loans of 
billions of dollars to those countries. 

Venezuela and Indonesia could 
live with such price cuts: Mexico and 
Egypt would need some U.S. finan- 
cial support'. This report was not 
encouraging news for Opec and 
especially not for Saudi Arabia. ‘ 

Opec saw in the establishment of 
the International Energy Agency the 
very antithesis of its aims and pur- 
poses and opposed it vigorously. 
Now it was seeking a dialogue with 


the IEA in an attempt to preserve is 

own existence- 

Opec Deputy Secretary General 
FadM aJ-Chalabi met with U.S. offi- 
cials .and broached the idea of an 
Opec price cut in return for a coop- 
erative effort to increase purchases 
of oil from Opec membeis. He 
pleaded for a dialogue with IEA to 
explore cooperation on ofl pnees 
and ccmsumption- 

At the IEA meeting in Paris ear- 
lier in July, toe president, M. Van 
Ardenne declared: "We don' t see 
what interest we could achieve from 
an institutionalized dialogue with 
Opec." 

The tension within Opec con- 
tinued. On the one hand. Saudi 
Arabia as the leader of the rich 
conservative members was deter- 
mined to increase its own production 
level to' 4 million barrels a day and 
reduce the quotas of the other Opec 
members. At the same time, being a 
producer - with Kuwait — of heavy 
crudes, it insisted on cutting deeply 
the price of the heavy crudes. 

On the .other hand Algeria, a 
producer of ligh t crude, leader of the 
poor members and a radical, was 
equally determined not to permit a 
serious reduction of the heavy 
crudes, nor to allow Saudi Arabia to 
increase its production level. In- 
stead, it maintained, some of the 
poorer members should be granted 
increases in their production quotas. 

Saudi Arabia came to Geneva 
with its two demands backed by a 
threat to increase its ofi production 
to the point that it would flood the oil 
markets. Yamani apparently had in- 
structions from King Fahd to press 
hard for toe Saudi demands. 

When the conference opened, the 
two major items on the agenda were: 
production levels and price reduc- 


tion. Aftertwo hoimof ducussKjB of 
the production issue - m which 
Qatar, Iraq, Ecuador and Gabon 
ashed for increases in their quotas, - 
it became dear that if toe issue were • 
pressed to a conclusion Opec would 
collapse. It was therefore decided to 

postpone that question for a special 

conference in September. . 

The conference then tunica to the 
question of price cutting of the heavy 
crudes. The protagonists advocated 
a cut of about 51.50 a barrel, while 
toe opponents resisted any price cuts 
at all. Behind the Saudi demand for 
the cut was the flooding of toe mar- 
ket. 

The opposition - Algeria, Libya 
and Iran - challenged toe Saudi 
threat After four days of rancorous 
debate, the 74th Opec conference 
decided on July 25 to reduce the 
price of heavy crude by 50 cents a 
barrel and the medium oils by 20 
cents. This lowered Opec's average 
oil price to $27.82 a barrel, a reduc- 
tion of lf2%. 

The decision was presented as a 
victory for Saudi Arabia and Yamani 
and a defeat for Algeria, the leader 
of the opposition. In reality, it was 
the opposition that won the battle. 

Saudi Arabia failed to cany out its 
threat. The reason, according to 
both Saudi and U.S. sources, is that 
King Fahd sent last-minute instruc- 
tions to Yamani rescinding the pre- 
vious orders to go to battle. 

Saudi Arabia saved face with the 
%% drop in the Opec price of oiL 
The average price in the spot market 
was $25.88 a barrel - $2 below toe 
new official Opec price.

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PARIS (Reuter). - French Trade 
Minister Edith Cresson yesterday 
ruled out a devaluation of the franc, 
saying it would not compensate for 
French industry's continuing failure 
to gear its products to world mar- 
kets. 

Speaking at a news co n ference 
following toe publication of dis- 
appointing July trade figures. Cres- 
son said French firms had a long 
tradition of producing for the 
domestic consumer while paying too 
little attention to world market de- 
velopments. 

She criticized pressure from ex- 
. porters for a further franc devalua.-., 
tion; which would make French 'pn>* 
: chicc cheaper overseai/commentirig^ 
that “toe solution does not lie there. 
It lies in a greater awareness of what 
is happening in the world." 
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The last franc devaluation within 
toe European monetary system (the 
third since the Socialists took power 
in May 1981) was in March 1983. It 
was then devalued by 2.5%, at toe 
same time as the West German mark 
was revalued by 5.5%. 

However, there has been sporadic 
speculation by bankers in recent 
months that the government would 
have to devalue the franc fora fourth 
time before the National Assembly 
elections next March. 

Speculation reached a peak in the 
week after last month's devaluation 
of the Italian lira, but it has since 
-subsided.

Norway for cooperation 
with USSR in Arctic 

TROMSO. Norway (Reuter). - 
Prime Minister Kaarwe Wflloch said 
yesterday that Norwegian exporters 
could cooperate with toe Soviet Un- 
ion to develop potentially huge oil 
and gas fields in toe Arctic waters of 
the Barents Sea. 

He told an election campaign rally 
here that a government study had 
decided that such cooperation would 
benefit the economies of both coun- 
tries and improve bilateral relations. 
Norwegians vote in a general elec- 
tion on September 9. 

Norway, a member of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO), shares a common border 
with the Soviet Union deep inside 
the Arctic Circle, but the two have 
foiled to agree on a common border 
at sea despite 11 years of talks. 


Maryland savers’ troubles 
may spark federal curbs 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Prob- 
lems at a Maryland Savings Bank 
have sent yet another shnddef 
through the troubled savings and 
loan industry in toe U.S. 

This time analysts reckon that, toe 
upheaval might lead to more Federal 
restraints on toe industry's some- 
times wayward investments. 

Maryland Governor Harry 
Hughes on Tuesday ordered a 20- 
day ban on deposit withdrawals from 
toe State-insured Community Sav- 
ings and Loan Association following 
a depositors’ run that threatened to 
exhaust its cash supply . j . 

. ' Comrrrani ty&pto blenss came to a 
boil after its real estate syndicating 
unit disclosed that it was delinquent 
on payments due on more than one 
billion dollars of mortgages and 
mortgage-backed securities. 

Industry analysts said many of the 
new homes financed by the subsidi- 
ary were in the southern U.S. Sun- 


belt, where overbuilding has de- 
pressed property values and dented 
the rental market. 

Although the run on Community 
did not spread to other so-called 
“thrifts,” it was chillingly reminis- 
cent of a crisis earlier this year when 
state regulators closed over 170 
thrifts in Ohio and Maryland after 
depositors began withdrawing their 
fimds after' reports of huge losses 
by some institutions. 

The crisis earlier this year was 
confined to institutions backed by* 
state deposit insurance and has not 
affected those whose holdings are 
backed by the Federal government: ' 
Most of the nation’s savings banks!, 
whose main business is lending 
money to home buyers, are insured 
by the Federal government. 

But analysts said the latest prob- 
lem would revive broader concern 
about the health of the savings and 
loan industry.

CHARLESTON, West Virginia 
(Renter). - Dozens of people re- 
ceived medical treatment and sever- 
al homes were evacuated overnight 
after a toxic chemical leaked from a 
tanker lorry in the Charleston area’s 
third chemical emergency in eight 
days. 

Officials said sulphur trioxide, 
which can burn theslrin and eyes and 
turns into sulphuric add when ex- 
posed to moisture, began leaking

TEL AVIV. - Hiding money. “under 
the tiles'* (lahat habcdatot) is more of 
a concept than an actual fact. 

“It is something akin to the French 
custom of hiding money under the 
mattress - which few Frenchmen 
would ever consider a safe place," 
said one of the people approached in 
a mini-poll conducted by this repor- 
ter. 

The phrase tahat habalatot is Ara- 
bic in origin. It predates the found- 
ing of the state in 1948 when the local 
populace, having little faith in 
hanks, resorted to the following 
practice: 

The head of the family used to 
keep his money in two forms:. his 
wife would wear jewelry fashioned 
from gold sovereigns, or he would 
put his gold coins and paper money 
into an earthen jug, protecting the 
paper money by wrapping it in oils- 
kin, seal the jug, and then bury it 
under a die. 

Where do present-day househol- 
ders hide their money - whether 
legal or illegal, shekels or dollars? 
“Not under the dies,*' said another 
respondent. “That's the first place 
thieves look today. They test the 
dies with a suction pump - the same 
type used to clean a clogged drain-if 
they have the faintest suspicion that 
•Jhis method has been used.'* 

* Other possibilities of hiding 
money within the house are many 
and varied. Many persons install a 
small safe, either in the wall which is 
hidden by a picture, or under tbe 
floor - here actually replacing a die. 
The floor safe is then covered with a 
rug or carpet. 

“But generally, this method is 
only used by some businessmen to 
hide legal money for a day or two, 
until the bank opens. They simply 
close their businesses too late in the 
evening to go to the bank. They 
would not think of hiding money for 
,any long time, since it not only loses 
? value in an inflationary economy, 
but it also doesn't earn interest." 

But there are those who want to 


keep sums hidden in their homes for 
other reasons - mainly to avoid the 
prying eyes of the authorities. Even 
if the money loses value, it trill still 
be worth much more than if the 
authorities take their healthy bite. 
And within a year or two, these 
persons go abroad an invest or spend 
the money. 

Those bolding foreign currency 
can be divided into two distinct clas- 
ses: “the sardines'* and “the 
whales.” 

The sardines keep sums of only 
several thousand dollars, often less. 
These sums are often so small that it 
is not worth the cost of installi ng a 
safe. 

These small sums can be tucked 
into a hoDowcd-out book - 10 or 20 
bills of $100 each easily fit in - or 
they can be hidden in a closet under 
clothes. But that is one of the first 
places where thieves look. 

Currency is their first objective, 
followed by jewelry and then expen- 
- sive electronic equipment. 

More ingenious methods are: 
making a small “sleek" in that part 
of a wall behind a sliding window or 
shutter, making a false bottom to a 
drawer, making a hole in. the wall 
behind a medicine chest that is 
screwed into the wall, making a deep 
niche in tbe top of a door, fastening 
the money with magnets to die back 
of a refrigerator or filing cabinet, or 
hiding it in the water tank of a toilet. 

“But many persons still think 
these places none too safe, judging 
by the great upsurge of householders 
who install electronic warning de- 
vices,'* another interlocutor said. 

Tbe whales use twp main 
methods. Tbe first is employed with- 
in the country. The money is kept in 
a safe deposit box, or in several 
deposit boxes in different banks. But 
again, the money does not earn 
interest, and its purchasing power 
falls. 

The second is to open a bank 
account abroad, in one’s own name 
or a numbered bank account, and 
every time the whale goes abroad, he 
can deposit or withdraw funds.

He said that this should put an end 
to the smuggling of agricultural pro- 
duce into the markets and to con- 
sumers’ homes. Once this is stopped, 
the fanner wall receive more money 
for his produce, and the consumer 
will pay less. And less agricultural 
produce will be sold and bought by 
persons who are not paying income 
tax, the minister said.

Black market dollar rebounds

Prices on the black market have 
risen again in the last day or two after 
reaching their lowest levels this year 
at the end of last week. 

Dealers in Tel Aviv and Jerusalem 
are asking around IS 1^80- 1,600 for 
cash dollars and are paying IS2O-30 
less for dollars sold to them. 

Compared with the official repre- 
sentative rate of around 1.480. this 
gives a premium of about 7%, and 
compared with the price of buying 
dollars in a foreign currency 
account, the premium is around 5%’ 
These are very low premium levels 
by recent standards, but neverthe- 
less represent a slight recovery from 
the low-point reached in the* black

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Inciting rhetoric 


WHEN, EARLIER this week, Yitzhak Shamir let out the 
White Paper charge at Shimon Peres and Yitzhak Rabin during 
the inner cabinet meeting, it was written off as the arguably 
forgivable emotional outburst of a frustrated Likud leader. The 
Labour Alignment’s refusal to sanction a creeping Gush 
Emuiiim takeover of the Hebron casba could be faulted on any 
ground except that it represented an Israeli reversion to the 
1939 British White Paper. 

Now, however, it appears that the vice premier’s violent 
reaction spelled out the Likud's carefully chosen slogan in a 
newly declared political campaign against its supposed partner 
in the national unity government. 

On Tuesday, it was repeated by Ariel Sharon at an open 
Herat party forum: the premier’s and the defence minister’s 
stand on the contentious issue of the four-room apartment in 
the casba amounts, the industry and trade minister thundered, 
to “the full implementation of the White Paper. It is even worse 
than the White Paper.” 

It took a great deal of brazen insolence for Mr. Sharon to 
make that accusation in the light of the Likud's own previous 
conduct in Hebron. For it is surely common knowledge that 
Menachem Begin, when premier, fiercely objected to the 
seizure of the old - Jewish-owned - Hadassah building, and 
later confined any Jewish settlement in Hebron to the Old 
Jewish Quarter. And that it was the Likud government which 
made real estate transactions with Jews in the territories subject 
to the defence minister's approval. 

But then the one quality in which the destroyer of Yamit is 
certainly not lacking is brazen insolence, and it plainly helps 
him in presenting patent falsehood as divine truth, and in 
railing liars those who expose his own lies. 

The Zionists who fought the White Paper's ban on Jewish 
land purchases through most of Western Palestine did not do so 
because that infamous document prevented settlement in 
Hebron, or for that matter in Nablus or Jenin. When the West 
Bank was occupied in the Six Day War the national unity 
government of that time deliberately refrained from thrusting 
Jews into Hebron, setting up Kiryat Arba nearby instead. And 
even when the Likud won power in 1977 and launched a 
large-scale programme of Jewish settlement in the territories it 
avoided at first a direct offence to the sensibilities of the local 
population by invading their towns in force. 

For all his errors of judgment, Mr. Begin realized full well 
that his readiness to negotiate a scheme of autonomy with 
Egypt, and even Jordan, could not be reconciled with a policy 
of Judaizing, for example, Hebron - even Hebron, the City of 
the Patriarchs. 

The decline in Likud thinking set in later. The loss of political 
hegemony in last year’s elections, the coining to the fore of 
Herat leaders who had never enthused abut such ideas as the 
peace with Egypt and the autonomy, and the rising popularity 
of natio nalis t parties to the right of the Likud, combined to 
trigger a Likud drift towards increased extremism. Peace, no 
longer a prune national desideratum, became a dear and 
present danger to Israel's permanent hold on the territories. 

Any and all means were legitimized in the effort to block the 
threat of peace - whether thwarting arbitration on the Taba 
issue, or creating a massive Jewish presence in Hebron. But 
whereas a Taba arbitration requires die consent of the Likud, 
Judaizmg : Hebron cannot be pushed through without the 
agreement of the Labour Alignment. And there’s the rub. 

Wrathful over the failure of the Likud on Hebron, Mr. 
Sharon now promises retaliation. He has already instructed 
officials of his minister - without any cabinet warrant - to invest 
maximum effort in industrializing Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 
He has also asked Mr. Shamir to persuade all Likud ministers to 
follow his example in their own ministries. So he informed the 
Herat party faithful two days ago, while blasting the Align- 
ment’s “White Paper policy." 

If Mr. Sharon's - let alone his Likud cabinet colleagues’ - 
practice turns out to be true to his rhetoric, then he may be said 
to have offered a sure-fire redpe for the dissolution of the 
present government. But the rhetoric alone raises, more 
vigorously than anything before, the question whether a 
government of national unity can survive when it is found to be 
so deeply, and perhaps hopelessly, divided against itself.

culture minister MK Michael Dekel 
and his assistant, Avi Tzur, who 
have been mentioned in recent press 
reports surrounding the “Kramim" 
affair and other settlements, Sarid 
and Zucker name: Ya'akov Aknin, 
former director of the Israel Lands 
Administration; contractors Avra- 
ham and Moshe Gindi; Moshe Slo- 
nim, an American immigrant who is 
alleged to have acted as a middle 
man for the Jewish National Fund 
company Himnouta; Moshe Zar, a 
well-known Samaria land dealer 
who was recently sentenced to four 
months imprisonment for his part in 
the Jewish terrorist underground; 
Shmuel Einav, another well-known 
land operator, and several lawyers. 
They also allege that two companies, 
Jumbo and Gal Samaria Develop- 
ment, both registered with the com- 
pany registrar in Ramallah, have 
been involved in dubious land deals 
involving forged signatures. Jumbo, 
which is the promoter of the stalled 
development east of Bethlehem 
known as Ramat Kidron, is repre- 
sented by a Jerusalem law firm, one 
of whose partners is deputy-foreign 
minister Ronnie Milo. 

The Ramat Kidron project has 
been halted because the developers 
have been unable to register the land 
in the face of 109 separate objections 
filed by villagers from el-Obeida, 
who deny that they empowered the 
local mukhtar or his son to sell the 
land to Jumbo. 

After the villagers had registered 


their objections, and a military 
appeals committee issued an interim 
injunction barring all work in the 
area, the army suddenly “activated a 
long-dormant closure order issued in 
1977, and declared the area a 
“dosed military area", added Sarid. 
Two thousand trees were uprooted 1 
and a road was built to serve a 
non-existent military base. 

In another case involving land 
near the village of Salfit, an interim 
injunction issued by a court in Nab- 
lus was ignored by the Israeli con- 
tractors involved. A complaint filed 
with the Tulkarm police was ignored 
until the petitioners won an injunc- 
tion from the High Court of Justice 
in Jerusalem ordering the Tulkarm 
police to enforce the Nablus court's 
injunction. 

In their letter to Zamir, the CRM 
representatives stress that two milit- 
ary orders - numbers 1034 and 1060 
which removed the registration of 
land from the jurisdiction of local 
(Arab) courts and placed it in the 
hands of military committees - set 
the stage for many of the dubious' 
transactions. These orders were 
issued in 1983. 


Zucker and Sarid also suggested 
that a suspicious reluctance exists on 
the part of the police to examine 
complaints relating to land deals in 
the West Bank. Some of these com- 
plaints had been transferred by the 
Justice Ministry itself, but there has 
been no progress in any of the files - 
some of which date from 1983.

by Kopel this summer amount to 
between $600,000, and £800.000. 
and there is no guarantee that Kopel 
has the money to pay them, associa- 
tion chairman Eli Paposhado told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Hoteliers were angered when they 
learned that Kopel had already used 
up $600,000 out of the $800,000 bank 
guarantee it had deposited with the 
Tourism Ministry for emergencies. 

The hotels yesterday advised all 


travel agencies abroad that Kopel 
vouchers would not be honoured 
here, in an effort to enable tourists to 
get their money back or change their 
plans before coming to Israel. 

The remaining tourists who may 
be hurt by the situation are those 
who purchased their package tours 
directly from Kopel agents, and 
these should be reimbursed by 
Kopel’s offices (through the tempor- 
ary receiver) when they arrived, 
hoteliers said. 


SINCE STALIN’S death. Soviet 
policy has been flexible in adapting 
to changing political, economic and 
military factors in the Western 
world. However, the fundamental 
aims of the Soviet Union remain 
unchanged. 

Soviet political, economic and 
military moves are coordinated with 
the real aims reflected by top Soviet 
leaders. 

In 1919, Lenin stated in bis 
address • to the Communist Party 
Congress: “We are living not only in 
a state but in a system of states, and 
the existence of the Soviet Union 
side by side with imperialist states 
for a prolonged period is unthink- 
able. In the end. either one or the 
other will win.” 

Stalin adopted this concept and 
simultaneously formulated and ex- 
pressed a contradictory doctrine, 
speaking about “peaceful coexist- 
ence” between “the two camps.” 

Khrushchev said on September 
19, 1964: ‘The Soviet Union has 
declared more than once that if the 
countries stru gglin g against colonial- 
ism are in need of weapons, and if 
these weapons can be supplied by 
the Soviet Union - we will provide 
them.” 

Twelve years later, at the 25th 
party congress, Brezhnev said: “We 
make no secret of the fact that we see 
detente as a way to create more 
favourable conditions for peaceful 
socialist and communist construc- 
tion.” 

These statements, and many 
others, point very clearly to the 
stability of Soviet policy, aimed at 
creating favourable conditions for 
the development of Communism 
where it is already established and in

ANYONE FAMILIAR with the 
construction of the Soviet Commun- 
ist Part}- and the modus. operandi of 
its governmental machine knows 
thet~inembers of the Politburo are 
not absolute rulers operating at will. 

The Politburo operateTon the 
basis of consensus, which is not al- 
ways easy to attain. There is inter- 
dependence between the Politburo 
on the one hand, and a group of 
apparatchiks and selected members of 
the Central Co mmi ttee (which is. in 
fact, the parliament of the Commun- 
ist Party) on the other. Even promin- 
ent members of the Politburo invest 
a great deal of effort in obt ainin g 
support from these groups. 

The new leader is chosen with 
majority support of ihe Central 
Committee, and after various groups 
conclude that the new leader will not 
deviate from the main line followed 
by the parry for decades. The free- 
dom a new leader has in choosing 
domestic priorities and deciding 
when to act depends on how his 
derisions conform to communist 
principles. 

Those principles involve spread- 
ing the influence of Communism in 
the world by guarding the security of 
the Soviet Union and ensuring that a 
cordon sanimire of Eastern bloc 


THE RELATIONSHIP between 
the Soviet Union and Israel must be 
considered in this context. 

According to the. Soviet view. 
Israel is a U.S. satellite. The'Soviets 
reached this conclusion as a result of 
Israel's policy towards the Arab 
states, its activities in the West in 
exposing the subjugation of Soviet 
Jews and its activities among Soviet 
Jews still in the Soviet Union . 


The Soviets view Israel as an 
obstacle to Soviet penetration in the 
Middle East. 


While the Soviets are trying to 
create the impression in the West 
that the Stalinist era is over and that 
the Soviet Union is striving towards 
liberalism and peaceful coexistence 
with the West. Israel's activities on 
behalf of Soviet Jewry, particularly 
in The U.S.. Britain and France, 
disturbs them ro an unusual degree. 

The detailed information Israel 
has spread about the plight of Soviet 
Jewry casts a shadow over Soviet 
credibility. And the numerous de- 
monstrations on behalf of Soviet 
Jews, scores of articles and books, 
and protest meetings are all ex- 
plained by the Soviets as an instru- 
ment serving American interests, 
irrelevant to the situation. 


■ SINCE THE emergence of the 
Soviet Union, problems facing Jews 
there.have changed. 

In the first few years after the 
revolution, many Jews hoped for the 
universal abrogation of discrimina- 
tion against them and the outlawing 
of anti-Semitism. They did not delve 
into the history which made anti- 
Semitism an integral part of their 
lives in Russia. 

Tftev soon found, though, that 
their high hopes were in fact illu- 
sions. 

Until Israel’s establishment. 
Soviet Jew's saw no escape from their 
unhappy situation. Creation of the 
state and the presence of an Israeli 
mission in Moscow, aroused the in- 
terest and excitement of hundreds of 
thousands of Jews*, a phenomenon 
which greatly displeased the Soviet 
authorities. 

They would have preferred a small 
Israel, incapable of maintaining an 
effective independent defence force 
which was. instead, dependent on 
the mercies of international agen- 
cies: an Israel incapable of maintain- 
ing an advanced economy and un- 
able to absorb immigrants, a helpless 
Israel with a negative image, un- 
attractive to Soviet Jews: an Israel 
unable to develop serious scientific 
projects contributing to its defence 
and economic independence. 

In science, the Soviets prefer to

Based on declarations and acuons 
of Soviet leaders since m7,ttO far- 
reaching changes can brexpected ra 
Sovietfoxmgn policy. NevertWe^ 
the Soviets will surely -take lacttcal 
steps to facilitate the first inoves by 
the new leader and administration. 
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AS FOR Israel, the Soviets will 
probabN make an effort to keep the 
subject of Soviet Jewry off the agen- 
da of mass rallies in international 
capitals and in the inner chambers*# 
foreign ministries. This could, be 
more important for the Sovte t Union 
than for Israel. , 

The lack of regular diplomatic 
relations between Israel and the 
Soviet Union has not prevented

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Soviet Union has not prevenwu 
Egvpt from remaining aloof from the 
Soviet sphere of influence and has 
not brought the Arab world closer to 
Moscow. 


In 1947. the Soviet Union voted# 
the United Nations in favour of tnc 
creation of a Jewish State in Pales- 
tine. The Soviet Union was among 
the first to grant a full recognition to 
the Zionist state, and nobody is now 
asking for a second act of recogni- 
tion. 

Although this is clear to the Soviet 
leadership, it will not be easy to turn 
the clock back. They will no doubt 
find that it is easier to break off 
diplomatic relations than to restore 
them.

NEITHER Hebrew nor Yiddish are 
used as the main languages in most 
Jewish communities. Here and there 
some attempts are made to intro- 
duce Hebrew or Yiddish, but not 
enough- What can be done to make 
Hebrew and Yiddish the dominant 
languages among Jews? 

Linguistic assimilation is rein- 
forced not only by outside factors: it 
finds its abettors among Jews. too. 

These people try to vindicate the 
growing role of English in our spir- 
itual life. To be sure, they do not 
negate the necessity of Hebrew and 
Yiddish, admitting sotto voce that 
Yiddish and Jewish culture should 
be fostered. But tbeir attitude 
weakens resistance to assimilation. 

The situation in which Hebrew 
and Yiddish find themselves should 
alarm all of us, and prompt us to look 
for ways to resist linguistic assimila- 
tion. 

A similar spiritual-linguistic- 
cultural assimilation took place in 
antiquity, when Greek language and 
culture succeeded Hebrew and Ara- 
mic in the spiritual and creative life

and in what was then the diaspora.

Today, we are witnessing a pro- 
cess of assimilation very similar to 
the Hellenism of these times, and 
one that is possibly even more 
dangerous. 

There seems to be no resistance to 
English neo-Hellenism. 

With the influence of English 
growing by leaps and bounds, one 
could not demand its exclusion from 
our cultural life. However, we 
should resolve to use Hebrew and 
Yiddish, aware that they will streng- 
then the spiritual vocabulary of the 
Jewish people. 


The use of English in Jewish spir- 
itual life should" not. however, be 
inflated. But it should be exploited 
to bolster our national languages. 


THE NATIONAL languages of the 
Jewish people enjoy priority over 
orher languages. Hebrew and Yid- 
dish are the roots of our nation's 
spiritual life. No other language, 
including English, can make that 
claim. 

If the priority of our national lan- 
guages is not asserted, even the most 
faithful Hebrew and Yiddish circles 
will rely increasingly on English. 
Yivo. the Yiddish research institute 
in New York, is rapidly being angli- 
cized and only a small portion of its 
activity is conducted in Yiddish.

BLEAK OUTLOOK 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - 1 concur with most of Mor- 
dechai Bar-On ’s arguments of Au- 
gust 4 regarding the position Israel 
take in respect of talks with the 
Arabs, but in my opinion he does go 
far enough. Whoever wants peace 
must be ready to negotiate with the 
enemy, and our enemy- whether we 
like it or not - is the PLO. And as 
Bar-On says, there are no negotia- 
tions without preconditions. Our 
preconditions, however, should not 
relate to the composition of the 
other side's team but to principles. 
And our very first condition must be 
a clear and unequivocal acceptance 
of UN resolution 242 by the other 
side's negotiators. 

Now, who wants peace? Even 
Herat will say that they want it, 
though without any compromise on 
our part. On the other hand, there 
are very many people here who 
would gladly pay a price provided 
real peace could be achieved. But. 
and this in my opinion is the crux of 
the matter, there are not many on 
the other side who are ready to make 
peace at the price of coexistence with 
the State of Israel and those few who 
are have little influence. I do not, 
therefore, foresee practical results 
from negotiations at present, whoev- 


er the negotiators may be. 

It is highly doubtful whether any 
representative PLO group will be 
prepared to accept our above pre- 
condition. Should such people 
nevertheless be found and be willing 
to negotiate with us. they will be 
denounced as traitors by the Palesti- 
nians and other Arab hardliners, 
disqualified and most likelv even be 
killed.

What arguments can then be raised 
against other Jewish institutions? 

The argument that people benefit- 
ing from Jewish activities come from 
English-speaking homes, and, there- 
fore. should be addressed in English 
is uot altogether convincing/ 

Why can't Yiddish be used at 
Yivo's conferences and lectures 
accompanied by simultaneous En- 
glish translation? Such a procedure 
would gain additional esteem for 
Yiddish among the younger genera- 
tion, which has been taking much 
more interest in the language lately. 

The same holds true for other 
Jewish organizations involved in 
cultural activities. If there was a 
militant and devoted, though small. 


Yiddish group pushing the cause, 
good results could be achieved. 

Even in Israel, some scientific dis- 
ciplines are dominated by English. 
English can be used in various 
spheres; however. Hebrew should 
not be pushed out of its position as 
the official language of Israel. If the 
situation continues, there will be 
serious consequences for our spir- 
itual and linguistic life in 10 to 15 
years. 

Hence, we should explain to the 
young generation that Hebrew and 
Yiddish have priority over English. 
Only then will there be a deepened 
interest in our national languages. 

This is not only a linguistic ques- 
tion, but one of national signifi- 
cance. People can be spurred into 
resisting the decline of our national 
languages. It is one of the most 
pressing problems faring us and the 
next generation.

TAKEN FOR A RIDE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - Every year Israel spends 
millions of dollars attracting tourists. 
Regrettably, the first, last and some- 
times the only ordinary Israelis these 
visitors meet are the taxi drivers. 
The results of these meetings are 
often disastrous for Israel's image. 

It is the standard practice for tour- 
ists to be cheated and verbally 
abused by these taxi drivers. The 
driver hides his meter in the glove 
compartment and pockets the entire 
“fare." If the tourist balks, he is told 
that the meter is broken and if he 
persists, he is cursed and pushed out 
of the taxi. Many tourists have no 
idea they are being taken for a ride. 
Even if they feel cheated, they are 
unlikely to know how to bring a 
complaint or to desire to spend their 
vacation standing on lines in govern- 
ment offices. 

This sort of behaviour was once 
common in major cities abroad. It 
has, however, been largely remedied 
by strict law enforcement and by 
posting consumer information in ev- 
ery taxi. As a first step aimed at 


curbing the avarice of the Israeli taxi 
driver. I recommend that the follow- w 


ing notice be posted in English inside 
every taxi and near the entrance of 
every hotel: 

“1. Your driver’s name is 

IBs taxi licence is no. . 

“2. The jaw obligates the driver to 
use the meter on every trip. Some- 
times the meter is kept in the glove 
compartment. 

“3. The law requires you to pay 
only the sum indicated on the meter 
at the end of the trip. The driver 
must give you a receipt for this 
amount if you so request. Tips are 
optional at the passenger's discre- 
tion. 


“4. Complaints may be made to 
the Minister of Tourism. 24 King 
George Street, Jerusalem (tele- 
phone 02-237311).” 

Immediate action is needed to 
curb tiie greed of the taxi drivers and 
to prevent further damage to Israel's 
image.
